LONDON, Sept. 18.—(Wed-

Atlanta time) and after mid- 
night still went on high in the 
thick, scudding clouds over the 
city. At times the roar of German 
bombs rose above the hoarse bel- 
low of the antiaircraft.

In spite of the reprieve against 
invasion given to Britain by the 
heavy action of its bombers against 
|German bases and by the power 
of wind and billowing fog, Prime 
Minister Churchill warned the

Throughout yesterday the wind 
blew, harder and harder, and to- 
night great, rolling waves broke 
in fury on the English coast. Ru- 
'mors that wrecked German barges 
| had been washed ashore were not 
confirmed officially.

Common Sense Suggestions 

State Auditor Zach Arnold, speaking before 
the Atlanta Rotary Club, made at least two 
suggestions in regard to Georgia state fi- 
mances which are so obviously desirable that 
the wonder is they have not been adopted 
long ago. 

Auditor Arnold would enact a law provid- 
ing that any appropriation bill passed by the 
legislature that appropriated more than 98 per 
cent of the total revenue for the preceding 
year shall be void. That, at one stroke, would 
do away with the happily sentimental habit of 
past legislatures of appropriating far more 
money than the state can possibly hope to re- 
ceive during the years concerned. 

Another suggestion by the auditor is that 
a system of auditing state departmental books 
before the money is spent be inaugurated, 
either in place of, or supplementing, the pres- 

ent post-audit system. Under the present sys- 
tem, he pointed out, illegal expenditure of 
funds is not discovered until after the money 
is spent, whereas the pre-audit plan would 
enable prevention of such spending in advance. 

A further suggestion of Mr. Arnold’s is that 
one individual, or a special budget group, be 
given authority to adjust appropriations up or 
down, not in excess of 10 per cent of the total, 
so as to meet the exigencies of changing con- 
ditions when the legislature is not in session. 

All these suggestions appear good, especial- 
ly the first which would limit appropriations 
for any year to 98 per cent of the previous 
year’s revenue. A somewhat similar system is 
now in force for the city of Atlanta and has 
worked well to keep the city finances in sol- 
vent condition and the municipal credit good. 

It is a law badly needed by the state, 
which is constantly in financial shoals. Above 
all, it would halt the legislative habit of ap- 
propriating funds, regardless of income, to this, 
that or the other department or institution, 
solely for political or sentimental reasons. 

Auditor Arnold’s proposals are but in line 
with the practices of all good business estab- 
lishments. They are good, common sense. Why 
shouldn’t the state operate with as much 
everyday horse sense as a private commercial 
establishment? 


Speaker Bankhead 

In the death of Speaker William Bankhead, 
the nation mourns the loss of one of its 
great statesmen. For five perilous and arduous 
years he has presided over the often perverse 
and intractable house of representatives with 
@ courage, firmness and understanding that 
have made him beloved and admired in Wash- 
ington as few men come to be. Always loyal 
to the highest traditions of democracy, he 
served his country with intelligence and honor, 
wore his honors with dignity and grace and 
guided his people with wisdom and discern- 
ment. 

Speaker Bankhead symbolized that high 
type of statesman in which the south takes 
great pride. Son of one senator and brother 
of another, he came of a cultured family. His 
ardent leadership in congress for the passage 
of the cotton-control act, the arms embargo 
repeal, and the recently enacted conscription 
legislation, presented him with some of his 
| greatest opportunities for that persuasive ora- 
tory which has traditionally stamped the fin- 
est southern statesmen. 

In his college days at the University of Ala- 
bama, where he won the highest honors on 
the campus, he is said to have become so much 
enamoured of Shakespeare that he seriously 
contemplated trying a dramatic career. His 
daughter, Tallulah, the famous actress, re- 
céived her first lessons in acting from her 
father. This sense of the dramatic and his 
rich culture combined to make Speaker Bank- 
head’s speeches highly invigorating and pro- 
vocative. 

Although his consistent fidelity to his party 
Was marked, he did not always find himself 
in agreement with New Deal legislation. On 
such occasions, as when he insisted that the 
senate and not his beloved house-revolt against 
the President’s wishes on changing the Su- 


preme Court, he always acted as he thought 
best for the nation as a whole. 

The nation has lost a great man. In him 
Alabama gave to the country the best that 
man’s wisdom and man’s yearning can pro- 
duce, a scholar and a gentleman.

FIFTY DESTROYERS 
(Continued) 

“The action is wisely taken, the means ex- 
tremely regrettable,” says the DALLAS NEWS 
concerning President Roosevelt’s sale of 50 de- 
stroyers for air and naval bases on British pos- 
sessions in the western hemisphere. © Similarly, 
the BUFFALO NEWS “heartily approves Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's sale of the destroyers ... but 
dissents from the method he used to bring it 
about.” 

“Here is absolutism in the superlative degree,” 
insists the OKLAHOMAN of Oklahoma City. 
“Here is a vitally important step taken without 
popular knowledge, congressional approval, statu- 
tory permission or constitutional warrant .. .” 
and adds, “if this transaction is legal... the le- 
gal power reposes in the President to barter or 
sell the entire Amerfean navy. And if there is 
no legal limit to his power of exchange and bar- 
ter, he could trade the entire navy tc an enemy 
of this country with the same ease he could dis- 
pose of the navy to a national friend.” 

The President's independent action provokes 
the DENVER POST to say: “The proposal by 
Senator Pepper, of Florida, that we confer upon 
the President the power to suspend all rules, reg- 
ulations and statutes seems to be unnecessary. 
He appears to have, or at least to be exercising, 
such powér already as is evidenced by the de- 
stroyer deal.”

| THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 


WILLKIE AND THE PROFESSIONALS WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 17.—Many 


professional politicians argue that Wendell L. Willkie’s greatest 
mistake has been the alienation of men of their kind, and par- 
ticularly the Republican members of congress. Beginning an hour 
or so after his nomination in Philadelphia until a short time ago, 
with very few exceptions, Wiitkie neglected members of: his party 
who make politics a business. 

He rather naturally chose to rely on a small group of close 
friends who helped plan his pre-convention campaign. These friends 
pride themselves on being amateurs, and have little respect and 
almost a distaste for the ordinary politician. Willkie expanded his 
intimate circle by adding a few men such as Bruce Barton, four or 
five research workers and one or two extra secretaries, but essen- 
tially since he became the Republican candidate, he has looked for 
advice to old associates who are dabbling for the first time in the 
tricky game of a national election. 

This has brought great resentment within the Republican party, 
which is now rather badly divided. Probably. the unhappiest man 
of all is Joseph W. Martin Jr., who holds thé dual jobs of national 
chairman and Republican leader of the house. Martin . whipped 
the Republican minority into a cohesive group, and nothing bothers 
him as much as dissension. 

But Martin has grown philosophical over the complaints of his 
colleagues. As he told a friend recently, “Willkie has ideas of his 
own, and that’s all there is to it.” But while Martin is resigned 
to the state of affairs, his calm is not shared by others. And the 
Republican cloakroom comments on “that man,” as Willkie is called, 
are as bitter as any directed at the President from the Democratic 
cloakroom. 


AGREE TO DISAGREE The question is often asked, “Why 

doesn’t Willkie wise up and pay 
more attention to the Republicans in congress?” According to one 
of his advisers, the answer is a simple one. Willkie knows the 
situation as well as anyone else, but he figured there was nothing 
to do about it, until a short time ago. Soon after he was nomi- 
nated, Willkie discovered that he and a great many Republican 
congressmen did not agree on current issues. And the more he 
talked with members of the house and senate the more he became 
involved in controversies. 

The draft is a good example. Except for Charles L. McNary, 
minority leader of the senate and Willkie’s runningmate, there was 
hardly a Republican in congress who wanted Willkie to support 
conscription. In fact, he was besieged by telephone calls warning 
him that the jig was up unless he opposed the President on this 
issue. Willkie had made up his mind in favor of the draft and he 
said so frankly. He also told friends that, until congress voted on 
conscription, it seemed hopeless to seek advice in that quarter. 

Then, too, Willkie was shocked by the reaction to his statement 
refusing the support of Father Charles E. Coughlin. Coughlin’s 
magazine had announced for Willkie, and Willkie immediately dis- 
avowed the radio priest on the belief that Coughlin had racial 
prejudices. It is sad to relate, however, that some Republican con- 
gressmen criticized Willkie for this statement, pointing out to him 
that the Coughlinites were well organized and politically very 
powerful in certain sections of the country.

At the recent conference of Willkie with Martin and McNary, 
however, it was decided to try to develop closer contacts between 
the candidate and the Republican congressional leaders. Willkie 
said that he was perfectly willing to listen, and that he, too, was

CONTRASTS In contrast to the Republicans, except for Jim 
Farley and a few others, all seems peaceful and 
harmonious in the Democratic camp. The orthodox leaders and 
the New Dealers alike consider the campaign as good as over. The 
latest: wise-crack in White House circles is that “It’s too bad Willkie 
lost his voice. He’s our best campaigner.” The glee of the Demo- 
crats stems from Willkie’s weekend tour, which, to them at least. 
proved that it was suicidal to try to campaign nationally without 
an elaborate research organization and use of manuscripts. 

The President rarely delivers a speech that has not been care- 
fully prepared and polished by himself and his aides. For ex- 
ample, Sam Rosenman, an able writer and a presidential crony, 
was imported to the White House last week to help with the Presi- 
dent’s address to the teamsters. Rosenman and the President de- 
voted the better part of a day to polishing up a draft that had 
been prepared previously. And in his other campaigns the Presi- 
dent used prepared talks for even his briefest appearances. The 
President’s address to the teamsters was in great contrast to Will- 
kie’s extemporaneous talks, two of which had to be corrected later. 
Willkie knows full well the risks he is running, but he believes 
he is more effective than if he tried to read carefully thought-out

Having been taught that like begets like, we are not surprised 
to see oné man’s wrath kindle another’s. And if our criticism of 
a candidate becomes unjustly harsh, we may realize that our un- 
reason was prompted by some partisan’s equally unreasonable 
praise of him. We seem not to control our own behavior, but to 
be at the mercy of anybody who wishes to prod our emotions. 
Show us childishness and we imitate it. 

Knowing these things to be true of ourselves, we still like to 
believe our great men free of such frailties. But thev, too, are 
human, reacting in all ways as we do, and their émotions affect 
the destiny of a nation. 

The feud between Roosevelt and certain big businessmen began 
in a conflict of ideas and interests, but quickly degenerated into 
a grudge fight—a personal combat inspired by merciless hatred. 

Roosevelt, as General Johnson testified, is a first-class hater. 
In his last speech, in the last campaign, he told his enemies he had 
proved himself their equal and would prove himself their mas*er. 
That was pure malice. And when he advocated “punitive taxes” 
for the sole purpose of hurting them, they hated him with a hate 
that would fester in their hearts all their days. 

Is it surprising that these few men should refuse to co-operate 
in arming the country? They would be helping “that man.” And 
one doesn’t help an enemy. 

But in refusing to help Roosevelt, they are refusing to help the 
country. Fate has placed them in the wrong. And the country, 
not understanding that all of this is part of an old personal fight, 
sees them only as greedy and disloyal businessmen who place 
profits above patriotism. 

So we come to the verge of “conscription of wealth’—taking 
the factories of men who refuse to help the nation arm—and no 
man can know where this will lead. Our system of government may 
be changed because of a personal feud. 7 

We are told that business would co-operate with Willkie, and 
perhaps it would. But senators and other big shots in his own 
party will not co-operate with him even to win the election. They 
also abominate Roosevelt, and no matter what other reason they 
may give for their behavior, they refuse to back up Willkie be- 
cause he agrees with Roosevelt, and they block and delay national 
defense because Roosevelt favors it. 

Thus a great nation is crippled and endangered by the little 
spites of big men.
